Reasons for Allowance 

In response to applicant's amendment filed 03 November 2006, claims 1 and 9 
have been amended. Claims 1-12 are pending. Applicant's arguments filed 03 
November 2006 have been fully considered and found persuasive. In particular, it was 
agreed with applicant's arguments that: 

1 ) Kim et al (6,1 75,396) "does not teach or suggest an elastic adhesive member 
disposed between the fixing portion of the second optical member and the 
second receiving container, the elastic adhesive member absorbing impact applied 
from an exterior and being expanded or contracted bv a predetermined length 
corresponding to an expansion of the second optical member to prevent a wrinkle of the 
second optical member of amended Claims 1 and 9"; 

2) Shioya (5,583,681 ) "does not teach or suggest anything of a second optical 
member of the claimed invention. .. Shioya further does not teach or suggest an elastic 
adhesive member disposed between the fixing portion of the second optical 
member and the second receiving container, the elastic adhesive member 
absorbing impact applied from an exterior and being expanded or contracted bv a 
predetermined length corresponding to an expansion of the second optical 
member to prevent a wrinkle of the second optical member of amended Claims 1 
and 9." 

3) "Thus, Kim and Shioya, alone or in combination, does not teach or suggest all of 
the limitations of amended Claims 1 and 9... there further exists no motivation or 
suggestion in Shioya to implement the feature between a second receiving container 
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and an optical member covered by the second receiving container that expands or 
contracts corresponding to an expansion of any display component, especially any 
adhesive/elastic members". 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Kim et al (2002/0024623) teaches the use of an elastic silicon

pad (66) for preventing damage 
and wrinkling to optical sheets (64) 
caused by motion or vibration to a 
liquid crystal display but does not 
teach the elastic member (66) also 
being adhesive, as claimed by 
applicant. See paragraphs [0026], 
[0027] for the teaching of the 
elastic member (66) being 
secured in place by the pin (54b) 
through hole (66a) and by 
pressure of the panel guide (52) 
and main frame (54). Kim et al (2002/0024623), alone or in combination with the other 
cited prior art, does not teach or suggest all of the limitations of the amended 
independent claims 1 and 9. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Claims 1-12 are allowed, because the cited prior art, alone or in combination, do 
not teach or fairly suggest a backlight assembly (700) comprising a first receiving 
container (200) having a bottom surface and a sidewall (223,227) extended from edge 
of the bottom surface (210) so as to provide a receiving space (230); 

an optical module (400) including a lamp (410) for generating a first light and a 
first optical member (420) for generating a second light having a brightness more 
uniform than that of the first light; 
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a second optical member (100) including a body (110) for generating a third light 
by controlling optical characteristics of the second light and at least one fixing portion 
(120) protruded from edges of the body (110) toward the first receiving container (200) 
and coupled to the sidewall (223,227); 

a second receiving container (500) combined with the sidewall (223,227) of the 
first receiving container (200) for covering the fixing portion (120); 

and an elastic adhesive membier (130) disposed between the fixing portion (120) 
of the second optical member (100) and the second receiving container (500), the 
elastic adhesive member (130) absorbing impact applied from an exterior and being 
expanded or contracted by a predetermined length corresponding to an expansion of 
the second optical member (100) to prevent a wrinkle of the second optical member 
(100). Further, the cited prior art do not disclose or fairly suggest a liquid crystal display 
panel (1000) comprising the features of the claimed backlight assembly (700) and a 
liquid crystal display panel (800) disposed on the second optical member (100), for 
changing the third light emitted from the second optical member (100) into light having 
image information; and a chassis (900) for fixing the liquid crystal display panel (800).
